Robert Underwood Johnson. editor of 
The Céntury Magazine since 1910 and 
@ssociated with it m an editorial ca- 
pacity for forty years, has tendered his 
resignation and it has been accepted. 

He finished his work on Thursday. 
Robert Sterling Yard, formerly of the 
publishing house of Moffat, Yard & Co. 
and recently a member of the staff of 
THs New YORK Times, succeeds Mr. 
Johnson with the title of managing 
editor. : 

‘The Century Magazine was originally: 
Scribner’s ‘Monthly, and was founded in 
1870. .The Cenfury Company, of which 
‘Roswell Smith was President until the 
time 6f his death, bought the magazino 
from the Scribners and changed its 
hname-to the Century Magazine. The 
first editor was Dr. J. G. Holland. At 
his death, in 1881, the late Richard Wat- 
gon Gilder succeedéd to the place. At 
that time Dr. Johnson succeeded Mr. Gil- 
der. aS‘ associate editor, and when Mr. 
Gilder died in 1909 he again succeeded 

y him as-editor. Mr. Yard will ae! the 

- fourth editor in charge. 

- Mr. Yard’s Career. 


Robert Sterling Yard, the new manag- 
ing editor of The Century, was born in 
Haverstraw, N. Y.,.on Feb. 1, 1861, the 
son. of Robert Boyd and Sarah (Purdue) 
Yard. He-‘was graduated from Prince- 
ton University in 1883, and in 1895 mar- 
ried Miss Mary Belle Moffat, daughter 

of’ the late Dr. James C. Moffat, a pro- 
fessor in the Princeton Theological Sem- 
inary. They have one daughter, Mar- 
garet. 

_ For three*years Mr. Yard was asso- 
ciated with the firm of W. R. Grace & 
Co. as head of their foreign cables and 
correspondénce department. During the 
three .succeeding years he was a re- 
porter for The Sun of this city, and af- 
terward was a reporter and Sunday Edi- 
tor for The New York Herald. He re- 
mained with The Herald for eight years. 
He then was engaged for a year in the 
publishing business, in charge of. the 
establishment of R. H. Russell... When

Fifteen young men, all members of

He was 
accompanied by another youth, and he 
directed his companfon to go through 
the pockets of the club members.

SIR EDWARD GREY PRAISED 


Bulgarian Delegate Expresses Grati- 
tude to Him—Montenegro Signs, 
but Accuses Britain.

LONDON, May .30.—The treaty of 
peace between Turkey and the Bal- 
kan allies was signed at St. James’s 
Palace at 12:40 P. M. to-day. Thanks 
to the firm action of Sir Edward 
Grey, the trusted and respected 
spokesman of. the European concert, 
the Balkan war; after ‘a’ duration of 
nearly eight months, was. definitely 
terminated by a ceremony lasting 
exactly one hour. 

Five copies of the treaty, one for 
each’ of “the belligerent States, on 
plain printed sheets, with blanks left 
for signatures, lay on the polished 
mahogany table when Sir Edward 
opemed the. proceedings by inviting 
the delegates to sign the .treaty. 
Thereupon the copies of the treaty 
were passed frém ‘hand to hand by 
‘the different delegates for si ture 
as they sat around a long table. 

The proceedings were businesslike 
and brisk. The only jarring note,

Servia, and Greece sent Turkey a note 
demanding an autonomous. Macedonia, 
and four days later Turkey handed the 
Balkan Ministers.at Constantinople their 
passports. ‘

which Turkey occupied, the military 
strength of that empire and of the al- 
lies was not unequally matched. Tur- 
key could muster, It. was estimated, 
500,000 men, Bulgaria 300,000, Servia 
200,000, Greece 80,000, and. Montenegro 
50,000. Montenegro struck the first blow 
and carried on independent operations 
which led her to Scutari, but the decis- 
ive operations of the war were conduct- 
ed by Bulgaria, with Servia acting as 
an invaluable ally on her right. 

The Servians were making for Du- 
razzo, which they actually reached on 
Nov. 28, and the Greeks were pressing 
forward to both Janina and Salonika. 
These operations hampered the Turks 
by distracting their attention, but the 
mistake which cost them their Euro- 
pean dominions was committed in not 
rapping) the strategy of Bulgaria. 
The army of this kingdom, as expected, 
moved at once upon Adrianople a in- 
vested it; but instead. of stopping there 
it threw forward one army corps on 
the left, and in rapid succession drove 
the Turks back from the Kirk Kilisseh 
and Lule Burgas positions in disastrous 
sretreat upon Constantinople. 

The Bulgarians had, however, outrun 
their strength and supplies, and seem 
also to have been infected to some ex- 
tent by the cholera, which had appeared 
in the Turkish ranks. So, when they’ 
reached the lines of Tchatalja, they were 
unable to force them, and on Dec. 3 an 
armistice was signed between the-Turks 
and the Allies. 

Though operations were still carried 
on by ‘he Greeks, the ne tions for

Taft Speaks the Words. 


Ex-President William Howard Taft 
was then introduced. He was the orator 
of the day and never received as Prési- 
dent a warmer welcome than was ac- 
corded to him then and there. He bowed 
time and again his appreciation. ; 

“The monument we dedicate to-day,”’ 
said Mr. Taft, ‘‘is an enduring witness 
of three facts. The first is the’ gratitude 
that our country feels toward the men 
who went down on the Maine, in that 
they gave bp their lives in her service. 
The second is the birth of a new people 
and the founding of a new nation 
through our disinterested aid and sacri- 
fice. The third is the expansion of this 
Nation into a wider sphere of world 
usefulness and greater ‘responsibility 
among the nations than ever before in 
its history. 

“The honored dead to whom this is 
an appropriate memorial were a heavy 
part of the cost to the country of our 
war.with Spain. This is: not to charge 
responsibility to the Spanish Govern- 
ment for the explosion of the Maine, 
except in so’ far as it may be said to 
be responsible for the protection of the 
warship of a friendly power in its own 
harbor. The careful report of two boards 
of sworn experts, however, leaves no 
doubt that the explosion was due to an 
outside cause and. to a hostile hand.

Scouts In the Parade. 


The civil war veterans who marched 
past the Soldiers and Sailors’ Monument 
on Riverside Drive yesterday morning, 
were out in full force for the first time 
in several years: There never had been 
a finer day in all their lives, many of 
them said, and if any of the 1,800 vete- 
rans of the city were not in the paraue, 
they asserted, they, must have been 
taken ill at the last moment. Regular 
year-in and year-out witnesses of the 
parade said it was the best that ever 
had been held. 

Gov. Sulzer was in the r&iewing 
stand at BHighty-ninth Street and the 
Drive. He was accompanied by his 
Chairs were discardet 
throughout the one hour and fifty min- 
utes of the review. Standing with the 
Governor were Major 8S. Ellis Briggs, 
Commander of the Old Guard; Gen. 
Nickolas W. Day, Past Senior Vice Com- 
mander in Chief, G. A. R.; Gen. Anson 
G. McCook, Gen. Thomas H. Hubbard, 
Col. George E. Dewey, Col. Allan C. 
Bakewell, Capt. William. F.. Kirchner, 
Job E.. Hedges, Sheriff Harburger, 
Police Qommissioner Waldo, Henry 
Clews, John D. Crimmins and - many 
others. One great veteran, Gen. Horace 
Porter, was missing, and there were 
many inquiries for him: : 

The guara of honor stationed on either 
side of the reviewing stand, was the 
Veteran Corps of Artillery of the Mili- 
tary Society of the War of: 1812.. The 
bearskin helmets lined the Drive for 
several blocks, and made an impressive 
lane for the marching columns. The 
crowd in the stands immediately be- 
hind the Governor’; stand, numbered 
about 5,000, ang it was estimated that 
50,000 persons viewed the parade along 
the route -from Seventy-second to 


Ninety*sixth Sireets. Mrs. Sulzer was 
in the reserved section of the bleachers. 


Regulars Led Guard of Honor. 


First came a platoon of mounted 
policemen escorting “United States 
Regulars under the command of 
Major. Joseph Wheeler, Jr. The 
National: Guard of the State, led by 
Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, followed. 
There were thirteen regiments in line, 
headed by the Seventh, and this part 
of the parade alone took up almost 
an hour. age A,. First Cavalry, 
and the First Field Artillery, the 
latter dashing by the reviewing stand 
at full gallop, received the most lib- 
eral applause. 

It required thirty minutes for the 
passing of the civil war veterans, 
who constituted the secend main 
division of the parade. Col. George 
H. Stevens was the Grand Marshal 
with Col. Joseph B. Lord as Chief of 
Starf. There were marching repre- 
sentatives from sixty-five posts. Most 
of the veterans walked to the regular 
time of the bands, but only-half a 
dozen color bearers out of the: sixty- 
five were able to carry their own 
flags. There were many torn and 
lattered fiags ir the line, and only:a 
few were unfurled. 

Little grandsons and granddaught- 
ers marched in line with the veterans, 
holding the: hands. of their grand- 
fathers, and equally as proud, as _ the 
soldiers themselves. Here and- there 
little girls appeared in the column, 
earrying miniature stretchers filled 
with flowers. Every veteran, t0@- 
wore a flower or a bunch of flowers, 
distributed by Sarah J. Loomis, who 
thinks that war veterans ought to be 
honored with flowers while they are 
living rather than when they are 
dead. a 

Orly seven of the original Anderson 
Zouaves were in the parade, and 
among them was Charles Walters, of 

2 Sumpter Street, Brooklyn; who was 
the color bearer of the regiment. 
Walters carried the colors yesterday 
and when he had reached the end of 
the march he walked back to the 
reviewing stand. 

Gov. Sulzer saw the broad shouldered 
Zouave and reached over the bunting 
to shake his hand. The stand cheered. 
‘Walters explained that there had been 
1,400 in his regiment at the beginning 
of the war and that only 145 had come 


out alive after four years of service., 


In 1911, he said, there were fifteen sur- 
vivors in the parade. There were nine 
last vent. be wala, ont og more ha 
dro d oO uring the past year.

Throughout the flag raising the sing- 


rge B. Loud opened .the me- 


om the navy yard, 


CANNONADE NEAR TOMB. 


Ten Warships Add Grandeur to U. 
S. Grant Memorial Service. . 


Through the courtesy of Secretary of 
the Navy Daniels, the memorial exer- 
cises yesterday afternoon at Grant’s 
Tomb in Riverside Park were of unprec- 
edented splendor. Secretary Daniels of- 
fered the gunners of the combined fleet 
in the Hudson to the members of the 
U. S. Grant Post of Brooklyn, under 
whose auspices the exercises were held, 
and the result was a cannonading which 
brought to the services 50,000. persons. 

It was this’ Post which buried Gen. 
Grant, and it was the hope of Gen. 
Grant’s family that the Post, on each 
Decoration Day, would observe special 
services. As usual the veterans, all of 
whom had served with Grant, came over 
in a steamer from Brooklyn, and land- 
ed at the foot of West 182d Street. 
There were 130 of them out of a total 
enrollment of about 300. The Woman’s 
Auxiliary .of the Grant Post swelled 
the boat’s list to about 6500. The boat 
was late in landing, and it was 3 o’clock 
before the column, headed by Past Com- 
mander Fenwick Y. Hedley, Chairman 
of the Memorial Day Committee, reached 

e Tomb. 

Park Commissioner Stover had-ordered 
about 200 benches to be: put on the east 
facade of the Tomb, and with the Tomb 
proper as a background a speakers’ 
platform had been set up. The veterans 
were on One side of the stand and the 
wives and friends of the véterans on 
the other. . Severgl thousand - persons 
crowded in vain to get through the po- 
lice - lines. 

The services were begun with the dip- 
i | of the;colors and the guns of the 

attleship Georgia roared the National 
salute. The Georgia was stationed op- 
posite the Tomb. The rituals of the 
Grand Army of the Republic were read, 
interspersed. with band music, singing 
of patriotic songs, and the reading of 
President Lincoln’s famous Gettysburg 
Address. The outdoor sérvices ended 
with the oration of Gen. John C. Black. 

At the conclusion of the otitdoor serv- 
ices the veterans marched into the 
tomb. They crowded around the circu- 
lar crypt inside the mausoleum, where 
they could look down upon the caskets 
of their former commander and his wife. 
Heads were bowed, and in the Silence 
Veteran George R. Brown recited the 
memorial rituai. 

At the last word a boutonniére fell 
from the hands ‘of each of the 180 vet- 
erans and dropped on the Gaskets 
twenty feet below. Another impressive 
silence followed, and then a band’ played 
the Doxology from a recess in the Tomb 
and filled the stone crypt with echoes. 
— were sounded at ten minutes after 

ve. . 

It was atthe last strain of taps that 
Secretary Daniels’s real part of the 
programme began, for’ immediately 
there began a cannonading from the ten 
battleships stretching from Seventy-sec- 
ond to 139th Street. Each ship fired the 
Natipnal salute of twenty-one guns, and. 
the Yellow flames and white puffs from 
the battleship Geovgia were aimed di- 
rectly over Gen. Grant’s tomb. The vet- 
erans marched back to their boat at the 
foot of West 132d Street, and all the 
while the guns were roaring. The thou- 
sends who had been sitting along the 
Drive during the afternoon joined in the 
salute to the dead ‘hero by rising, and 
many heads were uncovered in rever- 
ence. Officers of the U.’S. Grant: Post 
of Brooklyn said that the services had 
never been more inspiring since the 
death of Grant, almost twenty-eight 
years ago, 


QUEENS GRAVES VISITED. 


Veterans and Guardsmen with Di- 
minishing Grand Army Ranks. 


Veterans of the Spanish-American 
War and National Guardsmen made up 
in numbers for the decimation of the 
ranks of Grand’ Army men at the Me- 
morial Day .observances at the ceme- 
terieés in Queens yesterday. 

Services for the day were opened in 
Calvary Cemetery by the . celebration 
of mass by Father Lonergan in &t. 
Calixtus’s Chapel. 

Members of the Dr. McGlynn Associa- 
tion’ met at‘ the grave of that once 
famous priest, where an oration was 
delivered by Charles Frederick Adams, 
his subject being: ‘“ Dr. eGlynn, a 
Prophet of Justice.’’ Appropriate music 
was rendered and the grave was em- 
bossed with wreathes and flowers.

* ROME, May 30,—While.the world is 


{ thinking of sport, pleasure, and war, 


two scientists of Italy have been 
quietly and tirelessly working and 
have made a great discovery which 
will benefit not only their own coun- 
try but many others, partioularly the 
United States. 

Italy has suffered in the wae from 
two scourges, malaria and pellagra. 
All the world knows that malaria has 
been conquered and may be regarded 
as-a thing of the past, but pellagra 
has been constantly increasing. 

More money, perhaps, has been spent 


its victims than for any other disease, 
while the doctors searching for its 
cause have ascribed it to poverty and 
the consumption of,bad maize. Not- 
withstanding the better ‘economical 
conditions of the peasants of the north 
of Italy and the careful examination 
of all the maize eaten, the disease has 
increased, until in Italy there are 
about 50,000 cases annually. 

This scaly disease, the name of 
which is derived from a Latin and a 
Greek word, (pellis, skin, and agra, 


‘eatching,) attacks the parts exposed 


to the sun and air, and eventually 
leads to insanity. So terrible has been 
the scourge that private funds have 
been subscribed outside the Govern- 
ment appropriations for the care of 
the afflicted. 

Profs. Scala and Alessandrini of the 
Institute of Hygiene in Rome began 
to seek a remedy, and their long 
search has been rewarded by the dis- 
covery that the disease came from 
water, drunk in the afflicted districts, 
which contains flint stones in colloidal 
solution. Thus the theory of the 
maize ptomaine falls to the ground 
and the peasants can eat their fa- 
vorite food without fear. 

The cure for the disease is to avoid 
the infected water, or clear it of the 
infection. The latter is easily done 


by putting into it a quantity of car- 
bonated chalk 

The authorities are about to pro- 
ceed with a thorough examination of 
all the waters of the infected dis- 
tricts, and thus one of the most beau- 
tiful districts of Italy will be rid of 
a plague. 


SEIZE MORE TRAITORS. 


Austrian _Officials Alarmed Over

with the case of Col. Redl, who sold 
military secrets to Russia and was

A cynic might read with a grin, 
a fool with approval, but an intelli- 
gent and sincere man only with dis- 
gust and indignation the report 
printed in The Congressional -Record 
of a speech made in the Senate by 
Cuartes §. Tuomas, Senator from

himself the task of proving-that the 
panic ef 1893 was deliberately created 
by the bankers. “It was a panic,” 
he said, “deliberately produced in

the Sherman act forthe compulsory 
purchase of silver by the Treasury, 
the repeal] of which Mr. THomas de- 
clared to be “the most colossal trag- 
edy of thé Nineteenth century.” In 
support of. his contention Senater 
Tuomas declared that eight days 
after the inauguration of President 
CLEVELAND in 1893 this circular was 
sent to the National -banks in .the 
United States: 

Dear Sir: The interests of National 
bankers require immediate financial 
legislation by Congress: Silver, sil- 
ver certificates, and Treasury notes 
must be retired; and the National 
banknotes.upon a gold basis made 
the only money. This requires the au- 
thorization of $500,000,000 to $1,000,- 
000,000 of new bonds as a basis of 
circulation. You Will at once retire 
one-third of your circulation, and call 
in one-half of your loans. Be careful 
to make a money stringency felt 
among your patrons, especially among 
influential business«men. Advise an 
extra session of Congress for the re- 
peal of tke purchase clause of ‘the 
Sherman aw, and - act _ with other 
banks of your city in securing a large 
petition to Congress for its uncondi- 
tional repeal, as per accompanying 
form. 

There is more to the circular, but 
this is enough to enable every banker 
in the land to recognize the ancient 
and hoary fraud. Mr. THomMAas was 
bombarded with questions from his 
fellow-Senators. Mr. Root inquired 
if it was not an anonymous circular, 
to which the Colorado Senator re- 
plied that he did not think it was 
anonymous, but added the insulting 
insinuation that perhaps the New!

The danger involved in hunting 
snarks when boejums are in the neigh- 
borhood is well known to every reader 
of “ Alice in Wonderland.” You pur- 
jsue your game with ardor, but when 
you -catch the anima? you discover 
that he is not at ell what you thought 
in fact you would much 
rather net have caught him. The 
Pemocrats of the Senate, by. their 
foolish amendments to the Cummins 
resolution,, have -simply filled the 
woods with boojums. As offered by 
Senator Cummins, the resolution pro- 
vided for an inquiry into the condi- 
tions set forth in the statement of the 
President, who declared that there was 
an active and insidious lobby at work, 
with, unlimited money, trying to mis- |’ 
lead Congress by its falsehoods about 
the effect of the Underwood Tariff 
bill, It would seem that every vir- 
tuous Senator, Democrat or Republic- 
an, should have given hearty support 
to such a resolution. The result of 
the inquiry would have dispersed the 
lobby, it would have protected. the 
Senators against its evil influences, or 
it would have shown that the Presi-+ 
dent was mistaken. But Mr. KHEn’s 
amendment and the other amend- 
ments thake the resolution ridiculous. 
The Senate will be inquiring now not 
so much into the existence of the lob- 
by as into the virtue of its own mem- 
jbers. ‘The .Finance Committee will 
have to ascertain whether Senators

account, largé or small, A’ problem 
that may confront any one of them at 
any time is that of recovering from the 
bank money which it has paid out on 
forged er altered checks—-the question, 
in ether words, whether, in such cases, 
the responsibility of the bank is. com- 
plete, or whether, in some and what cir- 
cumstances, that responsibility is les 
Sened or voided by acts or negligences of 
the depositor, 

The first decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals on these points was rendered in. 
1854, the case being entitled Weisser’s 
Adms. vs, Denison... The bank’s defense 
was that the- forgeries went on be- 
cause the depositor had failed to exams 
ine his passbook and account and so 
failed to notify the bank of what wag 
going on, but the court ruled that he 
was under no obligation to do this and 
that the bank could be held for any 
payment made on a faise signature or 
indorsement. This decision stood as a 
guiding precedent for many years, but 
beginning wjth 1878 the courts began to 
modify it in recognition of the deposi- 
tor’s duty to assist his bank in the. dis- 
covery of forgeries, and to hold him neg- 
ligent if he allowed frauds to go on that 
he would have detected had he exercised 
reasonable care. At first he was only 
expected to examine his vouchers as re- 
turned: at the periodical balancings of 
his accounts, but gradually the demand 
upon his attention was increased and 
“ reasonable care ’’ was made to include 
one precaution after another on the the- 
ory that the presentation of his pass- 
book to be written up was a demand for 
the bank’s version of his account and 
that failure to, protest warranted the 
presumption of its accuracy. 

It is not enough that he intrust the 
verification to another, for that other 
may, and often has been, the forger, 
and the latest decisions, including one 
rendered this month in the case of Mor- 
gan vs. United States Mortgage and 
Trust Company, lay special emphasis 
on the requirement that the depositor 
shall make his pass and check list, 
as they come from the bank, the basis 
of his verification, and not the returned 
checks or comparison of them with the 
stubs from which they were torn. The 
reason for the ‘preference is that the 
ehecks and stubs may be manipulated 
by a dishonest employé.

The Underweed provision {ta prohibit the 
importation of wild birds’ plumage for 
millinerg’ use] was not as the 
result of any scientific or. legislative in-. 
quiry of tke subject, and it is truly a 
subject which calls for a comprehensive 
‘knowledge of conditions existing through- 
out the world. Is it fair that Congress 
shoyld legislate on so. serious a .matter 
without having all the facts before it? 

_I know that Messrs. Feiner & Maas 
were well aware that the New York Zoo- 
logical Society did make a thorough 
scientific inquiry into the subject re- 
ferred to; that the appalling’ facts re- 
veale@d are recorded in full in a book 
called “‘Our Vanishing Wild Life,” 
particularly in two chapters of twenty- 
nine pages, entitled “‘ Extermination of 
Birds for Women’s Hats” 
Bird Tragedy in Laysan Island,” 
packed full of lists and figures, and 
adorned by twenty-seven illustrations; 
and that. along with the brief sub- 
mitted by the undersigned, the Ways 
and Means Committee published both 
those chapters in full for the informa. 
tion of Congress, in .‘‘ Tariff Hearings 

No. 23.” 

During eighteen months of travel. and 
explorations in the Far Hast, mE G 
William Beebe, Curator of Birds of the 
Zoological Park, visited the jungles and 
the principal seaports pf Southern and 
Eastern Asia, Borneo, and Java, in all 
of which he paid close attention to the 
doings ef “the feather trade.” He 
finished his researches in the feather 
market of London, with excellent re- 
sults, and to the book mentioned above 
he has contributed a special chapter de- 
voted to “The Destruction of Birds in 
the Far East.”’ 

On May 22,~in our “hearing” before 
the Senate Committee on Finance, I. saw 
a copy of ‘‘ Tariff Hearings No. 23” in 


that he had perused our portion of it 
very ajftentively. -Now, why does Mr. 
Feiner try to convince the readers of 
THp Tims that Congress is not in pos- 
session of “the facts” in this case? 
The Zoological Society has placed in the 
hands of every member of Congress 4

Our investigation 
of the feather trade occupied an entire 
year, and revealed many things that we 
have not published. 

The representatives of the Audubon 
societies asked for a measure to pro- 
tect American birds solely because they 
were afraid that a larger request might 


b efused. Mr. Pearson said in his 
estimony:

whole loaf. I am asking for half a 
loaf; but I want the whole loaf!” 

It is the noble-minded, God-fearing 
women of America who to-day are 
voicing, the great demand for the aouse- 
cleaning of the United States m the 
matter of bird slaughter for millinery, 
The State and Natiofal Federations of 
Women’s Clubs are making this cause 
their special matter. I have been told 
by members of Congress that from every 
corner of the United States letters are 
pouring into the capital from the wives 
and mothers of America, urging, and 
even demanding, that the odious mil- 
linery traffic in the feathers of slaugh- 
tereq birds be prohibited. If this méve- 
ment wins out, the victory must be 
credited to the women Who have asked 
for it. 

The proposals to admit the plumage of 
game birds and of birds killed as‘ pests 
are both utterly inadmissible: At one 
time I tried to gonvincé myself that, 
the former would be possible; but the 
adoption of such an amendment would 
throw open our doors to the importa- 
tion of at least 250 species of ‘Old World 
game birds, and an indefinite number of 
other species killed in cértain countries 
as “‘game,” cotitrary to all civilized 
shooting ethics. For example; in Italy 
evéry species of song bird is shot and 
sold and eaten as ‘‘game”! Such an 
ramendmient would put an extra premium 
on the head of every real game bird, 
also, and countléss thousands would be 

killed for their plumage alone, The 
Ptarmigan is a striking example, and 
what about birds killed as “ pests’? As 
@ matter of fact, that request, if 
Sranted, would be the same as offéring 
@ cash-premium for the head of every

BARNARD TELLS OF DISPUTE 


Sculptor Returning Brings Relics 
frome Ruins of Cloister. 


George Grey Barnard; the American 
sculptor, who has been abroad Hving for 
some time at Prades in the south of 
France, returned yesterday on the 
France, bringing with him works of art 
from the cloister of St. Michel de Cuxa, 
on which he set a value in his customs 
declaration of $2,100.

Prizes In 111 Claseeés. 


For two hours” yesterday, from 10 
o'clock until noon, Fifth Avenue, from 
Washington Square to Madison Square 
Was turned over to the lover of horses. 
The sevénth annual work horse parade, 
held under the auspices of the New York 
Women’s League for Animals, had the 
right of way. Scores of policemen under 
the command of Capt. O’Brien of the 
traffic squad ordered all drivers of auto- 
mobiles to seek the side streets. Even 
Police Commissioner Waldo’s big limou- 
sine was hustled out of the way when 
the Commissioner drove up in the di- 
rection of the reviewing statid. Fire 
Commissioner Johnson ordéred his auto- 
mobile parked half a block away. As 
the chauffeur was seeking a quiet spot 
a tire blew up with a loud report and 
the crowd jeered, and then applauded. 
It was évident that for the time auto- 
mobiles wer® not popular. 

Mrs. James Speyer, President of the 
league, éstimated the number of horses 
in the parade at 2,500. There were 1,075 
entries, Dut several of the entries were 
teams or great.trucks drawn by three or 
four horses. Because of the fine weather 
there were few horses ‘‘ scratched.’’ 
Horse owners and horse lovers pointed 
to yesterday’s parade as the best il- 
lustration that ft will be a long time 
before automobiles will entirely replace 
the horse in New York. 

The parade formed in Washington 
Square and on the side streets, at 9: 
o’clock, and headed by the divisions 
from the New York Police Department 
in command of Lieut. David McCarthy, 
who rode Watercure, 4nd as usual cap- 
tured a blue ribbon, started up Fifth 
Avenue at 10 o’clock. These horses, the 
pick of the animals of the department, 
were greeted with hearty applause by 
the crowds which lined either side of 
the avenue. After the ribbons had 
been awarded by Mrs. Speyer, the po- 
Heemen were directed to ride agein 
béfore the reviewing stand, this time 
in single file. 

Following them came the splendid 
horses of the Fire Department. Deputy 
Chief John Binns, with his horse, Dick, 
was the first fireman to win the blue 
ribbon, Three spirited horsés, Mor- 
mon, Madstone, and Robinhood, driven 
by Fireman James Creighton of Hook

Le Gay,’’ an ordnance officer 
in the Chinese Army and a purchasing 
commissioner for the Chinese Govern- 
ment and the ‘“‘ Reform Organization of 
China.’’ He obtained desk room in the 
offices of the International Realty and 
Business Exchange in the Longacre 
Building, at Forty-second Street and 
Broadway. . 
The realty company was organized 
some time ago to dispose of realty hold-, 
igs comprising the residue of the once 
large estate of Newton Bennington, 
noted as a turfman and-_stock operator, 
Mr. Bennigton was discharged more 
than a year ago from the Middletown 
State Homeopathic Hospital, of which 
he was an inmate for five years, and, 
with the assistance of John Bittner, 
proprietor of the Eastern Hotel, he be- 
gan the task of managing his fortune. 
Mr. Bennigton is President of the In- 
ternational Realty and Business Ex- 
change, but Mr. Bittner as Vice Presi- 
dent and Treasurer, conducts most of 
the business of the corporation. 

‘*Baron Le Gay” gave r. Bittner 

the same account of himself that he 
gave to Mr. Townshend, and he showed 
them documents covered with seals and 
inscribed with Chinese characters.

Townshend learned that one of his du- 
ties as Secretary was to obtain mem- 
ters for a branch of the ‘ Reform Or- 
ganization of China,’’ which was to be 
established in this country.

increase in the percentage. of 
infantile paralysis last 
year as compared to the number in 
1911, and a tabulation showing the 
relative frequence of such deaths among 
various classes of the city, is,shown in 
the weekly bulletin issued by the De- 
partment of Health to-day. 

In 1912 504 cases were reported, with 


57 deaths, a mortality of 11.1 per cent., 
and a case incidence of 9.8 per: 100,000 
of the population. In 1911 only 358 
cases were reported, and there were 
9 deaths, a case mortality of’ 2.5 per 
cent. and a case incidence of 7.2. The 
increase last year occurred chiefly in 
Manhattan, where the case incidence 
rose from 9.2 in 1911 to 14.4 per 100,- 
000 in. 1912. The bulletin explains that 
inasmuch as there were many delays of 
months or, even one or two. years in re- 
ports of cases by physicians, some of 
the cases for 1912 reaily began in 1911, 
but that discrepaney would be equalized 
by the operation of similar delays in 
1911 and 1913. 

The districts in Manhattan which ex- 
hibited’ a case incidence equal to or 
exceeding that for the whole ‘borough, 
and the percentage of such cases in 
various classes of the citizenship, are 
set forth in the bulletin as follows: 

Below FYortieth Street, east and west, 
not considering the almost purely business 
district, the incidence slightly exceeded 
the borough figure, running a little heavier 
on the east side. bove Fortfeth Street, 
and extending to~125th Street, on the east 
side, the figures-were relatively very hish, 
28 pér 100,009 of population, us compared 
to 14 for the borough. The remaining por- 
tion -of Manhattan, i. e.,. western and 
‘northern above Fortieth Street, had a case 
incidencé of about 7 per 100,000 of popula- 
tion. As regards nationality, Jews from 
Russia, Hungary, Austria, (Poland,) .Ger- 
may, and Boi ia, furnished 40 per cent. 
of the cases, Italians 20 per cent., Irish 8 
per cent., Americans 25 per cent., the small 
remainder being scattered among Germans, 
English, West Indians,' and French. _ That 
the more congested centres of population 
would be principally involved, was in a 
way to be expected, though it is not, al- 
ways so with ,other infectious diseases. 

There were 1,572 deaths from all 
causes, and a death rate of 15.27 per 
1,000 of the population in the last week, 
as against 1,471 deaths and a rate o 
14.83 in the correspouding week of 1912, 
an increase of 101 deaths and .44 of a 
point in fhe rate.

MOONSHINE ABOUT. MOON 


Lunar Control. of Weather Limited 
—Unerring Presclence of Fisher- 
“men and Woodsmen. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 30.—The idea 
that old weather proverbs and_ tradi- 
tional nztural signs are of’no value, in 
these days of scientific weather fore- 
casting, is not sustained. by such an au- 
thority as W. J. Humphreys, professor 
of meteorological physics in the United 
States Weather Bureau: In an article 
entitled, “Some Wseful Weather Prov- 
erbs,’”’ printed in the year beok of 
the Department of Agriculture, just 
issued, he gives credit to the weather 
prescience of fishermen, woodsmen and 
others who tmake a practice of depend- 
ing upon natural signs to give them 
knowledge of ‘impending weather 
changes. 

Prof. Humphreys says a good word for 
such old-fime proverbs as “‘ Frost yéar, 
fruit. year; year of snow fruit will 
grow,” and “A year of snow, a year of 
plenty.”’ 

“That, these and similar -statements 
commonly are true,” he writes, ‘is evi- 
dent from the fact that a more or less 
continuoys covering -of snow, incident 
to a coid winter, not only delays the 
blossoming of fruit trees till after the 
probable season of killing frosts, but 
also preyents that alternate thawing 
and freezing so ruinous to fruit and 
Winter. grains. In short, as another 


proverb put it, ‘A late Spring never de- 
ceives. 

‘‘A red sun has water in his eye,” is 
well founded, accordjng to. Prof. Hum- 
He gives a scientific explana- 
tion showing that a red sun commonly 
indicates the presence of rain elements. 

“Tf the evening’ sky, not far up, but 
near the western horizon, is. yellow, 
greenish, or sOme other short wave- 
length colcr, then all the greater is the 
chance for clear weather, for these col- 
ors indicate even less condensation, and 
therefore a drier air than does red. 
Hence we can accept the following lines 
from Shakespeare as the expression of 
a@ general truth: : 

The weary sun hath made a golden set, 

And by the bright track of his fiery car 

Gives token of a goodly day to-morrow. 

“If, however, the evening sky has 
none of these colors, but is overcast 
with a uniform gray, then we know 
that numerous water droplets are pres- 
ent, and that the dust particles, in spite 
of the heat they absorbed from sun- 
shine, have .become loaded with much 
moisture. » Obviously, then, to produce 
this effect the atmosphere at consid- 
erable elevations must be practically 
saturated, a condition that favors rain 
and justifies the familiar proverbs: 

If the sun set in gray 

The next will be a rainy day. 

If the:sun goes pale to bed 
"Twill rain to-morrow, itis said. 

Prof. Humphreys says that many 
proverbs foretelling rain and baa 
‘weather are based on the appearance of 
solar and lunar halos and coronas, and 
as these form only when there is much 
moisture .in the air and some condensa- 
tion the proverbs of this class are well 
founded. 

‘‘The nearer the. ring the bigger the 
wet,’’ is one of these. A halo that ap- 
pears small, he explains; is due ‘to 
clouds far removéd from the storm that 
produced them, while one that seems 
large, since it is caused by relatively 
low and therefore slow-moving clouds, 
usually indicates that the storm is com- 
paratively near. 

Prof. Humphreys proceeds to demolish 
one old belief about the .weather. 

‘Many. people have supposed, and 
some still hold, that the moon appre: 
ciably controls’ the- weather, and there 
are numerous proverbs based on _ this 
assumed relation... But careful.study of 
the records shows that the moon's in- 
fluence on the weather, beyond a very 
small tidal effect on the atmosphere, as 
indicated by the. barometer, is negli- 
gible, if, indeed,-it has any influence at 
a ”” 


However, the appearance of thé moon 
depends upon the conditions of the at- 
mosphere, and therefore proverbs based 
upon phenomena of the natural, he-says, 
are more or less sound, and have much 
value. 

“ Clear moon, frost soon,’’ “ moonlight 
night has the heaviest frosts,’’ and oth- 
ers of this class are true enough, he 
says, ‘‘ because on the clearest nights 
the cooling of the earth’s surface by ra- 
diation is greatest, and hence most Iike- 
ly to cause, through the low temper- 
ature reached, precipitation in the form 
of dew or frost.’’ 

, Prof. Humphreys defers to the saying 
that ‘‘sharp horns do threaten windy 
weather,’’ and gives the following ex- 
planation of this weather sign: 

** When the air is clear bad seeing is 
due to atmospheric inequalities, which 
the free mixing by winds will eliminate.

"GOLD YIELD $5,000, 


F = ‘ . a 
Klondike Records Since 1907 Broken, 
with Brighter Prospects for 1913. 

Gold yield. from’ the Klondike last 
year was the largest since 1907, reach- 
Ing the handsome sum of $5,225,235, ac- 
cording to a report to. thé Department 
of Commerce at Wasliington’ frum 
Consul George C. Cole, stationed at 
Dawson City. The 1907 yield, only 
$2,983,835, was the lowest since the 
fields were discovered, but since then 
the output has been of increasing value, 
with prospects for 1913 of reaching the 
$6,000,000 mark. 

Of the more than $5,000,000 yield of 
1912, all the bullion but $1,000,000 was 
shipped to the United States, Mr. Cole 
says. He gives this table, showing the 
exports invoiced at the American Con- 
Sulate at Dawson for shipment in 1912, 
compared with those of 1911:

“While the Yukon Gold Company,” 
continues Mr. Cole, “ will operate the 
same number of dredges this year as 
last, it will also increase the capacity 
ofits hydraulic plants so as to handle 
a much larger ‘quantity of gravel. The 
Canadian - Klondyke Mining Company 
will have its two new dredges in opera- 
tion this season, which will more than 
double the output of last year, as they 
have a capacity of handling 10,000 
cubic yards each daily. The two 
Gredges, located on the waters of the 
Fortymile River, were in rich gravel at 
the beginning of March of this year, 
and give promise of good returns for 
1913. From other smaller plants are 
expected greater results this season 
than in 1912. 

“The Lone Star Company, Ltd., has 
been mining some rich ore, and it is 
now operat a four-stamp mill. For 
September, 1912, the production of this 
mine averaged $3.74 to the ton, mine 
run, and the total cost of operation was 
$2.81, leaving a net profit of 93 cents 
per ton. The facilities for mining and 
handling the ore are not the best. at 
present, and when the necessary im- 
provements are made the operating ex- 
penses will be greatly reduced. 

“ High-grade ore has been found on 
Stewart River, and it will be thorough- 
ly tested this season. Should it prove 
what is claimed for it in quantity. and 
quality it will equal the Cripple Creek 
or Leadville mines of Colorado. . 

“The Five Fingers Coal Compan 

did a fair business last season, supply- 
ing the domestic trade as well as some 
of the steamers. The Northern Light, 
Power and Coal. Company mined, more 
coal in 1912 than in any previous. year, 
and there was a ready sale for all coal 
mined over that used for light and 
power purposes. The demand for coal 
in Dawson for doméstic use is greater 
than ever, and it retails at $13.50 and 
$15 per ton. 
“Potatoes constitute the. principal 
farm crop raised here, and the output 
is sufficient to supply about one-half 
the quantity consumed. The home 
grown retail at five cents per pound, 
while imported ones retall at eight cents 
per pound. Cabbage, cauliflower, cel- 
ery, lettuce, carrots, and turnips of fine 
quality are also extensively raised.”

On this score they have in, mind the 
embryonic movement in which ‘Repré- 
sentative Robert Lee Henry of Texas, 
Democratic. Chairman of the Howse 
Rules. Comnznittee, and Representative 
Charles A. Lindbergh of Minnesota are 
desirous of launching in the near future 
for a: resumption of the investigation 
of the so-called money trust which the 
Pujo committee began in the Sixty-séc- 
ond Congress. Mr. Lindbergh is. not a 
Democrat, and though he was elected 
to Congress as a Republican, he is act- 
ing and voting. with the third party 


He was the author of the resolution for. 
an investigation of the concentration of 


New York City, which resulted in the 
Pujo inquiry. — 

Representative Henry, as Chairman 
of the Rules Committee, presided over 
the sessions of that. committee, before 
which Samtiel Untermyer of New York: 


appeared, and. which ‘ultimately re- 
guited in the adoption by the use 
last year of a readiysion dirécting ‘the. 
investigation. he’ Pujo Committee 
made what was described and intended 
to serve only as a preliminary report, 
suggesting therein that the investiga- 
tion be resumed and continued in the 
present Sixty-third Congress. 

Representative Henry is now drafting 
a resolution, which’ he will shortly in- 
troduce, providing for a reopening of 
the inquiry where it was left off the 
Pujo Committee. It is understo at 
Mr. Henry thinks it important that 
this inquiry be resumed before any 
banking. and currency legislation ,is 
enacted, so that Congress can have the 
benefit of such additional material as 

may be culled from further examina- 
tion of witnesses along lines suggested 
by the Pujo report. 

Mr. Henry is credited with believing 
that this investigation should be madé 
by @ special committee to be elected by 
the House. He is Tt gen drafting .a rhe 
rency bill which will embrace some of 
the recommendations contained in the 
Pujo Committee’s report. 


For Excluding Such Legislatton: 


These. statements have been brought 
to the attention of Representative Oscar 
W. Underwood and” other Democratic 
leaders in the House. Like Presidént 
Wilson, they do not look favorably upon 
the amalgamation of the Money Trust 
‘recommendations with thé proposed Cur- 
rency bill, and are also opposed to. any 
Money Trust “investigation: at this time 
by a special committee. 

The. House leaders’ might countenance 
such a continuation of the Money Trust 
inquiry as the new Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee itself might decide to 
make, but do -not,.regard :it .as 
start any such investigation: “hy "a 
cial committee. The personne. he 
House Banking and Currenc Cone 
tee, though ‘not yet announced, has been 
completed by those leaders of” the House. 
who are members of the Ways and 
Means Committee, and the Banking’ and 
Currency Committee can be counted on 
to work in harmony with Président, Wil- 
son and Chairman Underwood. on all, 
matters relating .to the proposed cur- 
rency reforms. . 

Representative Carter Glass. of Vir- 
ginia. who is to be the Chairman. of 
the Banking dnd Currency Committee, 
= place of former Representative Pujo, 
is in harmony with the Administration 
on currency affairs. Mr. Glass does not 
think that any collateral matters should 
be associated with the Currency bill to 
delay its enactment or even jeopardize 
pe success of the legislation. 

One of the collateral issues which some 
members had thought of Bo tervere. for 
conSideration with the urrency bill}. 
was the idea.of providing a Federal. 
guarantee for National bank deposits” 
Chairman Glass is not in favor of join- 
ing this matter with the Currency bill. 
If his ideas are followed, the bank guar- 
antee proposal, if ‘advanced, will be con- 
sidered as a separate item of legislation 
after the propesed currency law has 
been enacted. 

The proposal of Messrs. Henry, Lind- 
bergh, and a few others for a continua- 
| tion of the Pujo Money Trust inquiry, 
and the incorporation of certain of the 
Pujo Committee recommendations into 
the peg eal bill, is the other collateral 
matter that the House leaders are pre- 
pared to op iat as an outside issue that 
might fo ardine thé Currency bill. ~~ 

The House leaders feel that the con- 
sideration of legislation based: on the 
recommmendations of the Money Trust in- 
vestigators should be undertaken sepae- 
tately on its own ‘merits. 


DENIAL FROM UNTERMYER. 


Not Planning Legislation Based ‘on 
Pujo Money Report, He Says. 


Samuel Untermyer issued the follow- 
ing statement yesterday relative to ‘a 
Washingtén dispatch published in Néw 
York newspapers with.respect to. cur- 
rency legislation: 

“There is no fotunidation for the 
stories except that..while in Washington 
Tuesday on @ professional engagement 
I. paid a_social visit to Congressman 
Henry. We did not discuss the cur- 
rency.

873,911, as-compared, with $1,890,708,608 
during the corresponding ten months of 
the fiscal year 1912 
On all exports this represented an in- 
creasé of $217,165,302, or nearly a quar- 
ter of a billion dollars increase in ten 
months. Already, with the-two months 
of May and June yet.to be heard from, 
American exports have thus. far this 
year goné ahead of the grand total of 
any entire previous year in the his- 
tory. of the country 
Particularly gratitying is the showing 
for the export trade in American manu- 
factures. The total value of the ex- 
ports of manufactures alone for the ten 
months was -$1,253,201,623, as compared 
with $1,009, ue 208 during the corre- 
sponding period in 1912.

~~ GRTS HER DIVORCE 


Court Convinced Charge She 
- “Makes Against Husband and 
‘Mrs. Gwathmey Is True. 


ALL ALLEGATIONS NOT TRIED 


Lawyers Decided to 
Give Up—Only Questions Now. Are 
Alimony and Custody of Children. 


« The court is fully convinced from 
the testimony that the evidence is clear 
and’ convincing that the defendant, 
James C. Bishop, was guilty of adultery 
with the co-respondent, Mrs. Gwathmey, 
at the Hotel Astor on the dates men- 
tioned in the complaint, and judgment 
is therefore rendered for the plaintiff. 
There remain only the question of the 
custody of the children and the_ques- 
tion of alimony. The court is ready to 
hear counsel on these questions.” 

With these words Supreme Court Jus- 
tice John W. Goff brought to an end 
yesterday Mrs. Abigail Hancock Bishop’s 
divorce suit against James Cunningham 
Bishop, the banker. The court’s words, 
uttered yesterday afternoon, followed 
the anouncement by James W. Osborne, 
counsel for Mrs. Bishop, and Henry W. 
Taft, counsel for Mr. Bishop, that they 
rested their cases. George Gordon Bat- 
tle, counsel for Mrs. Leila Hainés 
Gwathmey, wife of J. Temple Gwath- 
mey, the co-respondent, was silent. 

The scene in court followed negotia- 
tions: which had occupied the morning 
and part of the afternoon. These nego- 

“tiationsswere undertaken at the instance 
of Méssrs. Taft and Battle, who recog- 
nized’ that in view of previous disclos- 
ures ‘the case, a further defense to 

Mrs. 4 op’s suit was likely to prove 

futite.7 ast 

The’ delay, it=was apparent, was due 
to Mrs, @ishop’s- reluctance to accept 
her husbatid’s overtures of peace. From 
the consul room where she went 
with Mr, Osborne, her counsel of record, 
William Trayers Jeromé, her trial coun- 
sel, and Mrs. Schatz, her social secre- 
tary, her protests could be heard in the 
corridor. Once her voice rose to a 
shriek as she said: 

‘“*I won’t do it!” 

She came into court at 3 o’clock, show- 

ing signs of dissatisfaction with her 
lawyer's determination -to allow Mr. 
Bishop to surfender. “Once she sent her 
private attorney, Arthur Johns, over 
to Messrs. Osborne and Jerome as if 
to renew negotiations, and Johns re- 
turned with a message which seemed 
to reeoncile her to the fact that accu- 
mulated proof against her husband and 
Mrs. Gwathmey would not be resumed. 
..Mr. Bishop, who had been much per- 
turbed during the days of the trial, 
brightened up visibly when Mr. Taft 
took him to the rear of the courtroom, 
and explained the advantages of al- 
lowing Mrs. Bishop to take judgment. 
Mr. Taft explained that the concession 
left open two questions very vital to 
his client, those of the amount of ali- 
mony Mrs. Bishop might claim, and 
the custody of their children. Mr. Taft 
appeared to convince him that he would 
be in a better position on both ques- 
tions if he allowed the case to go 
against him yesterday than he would 
be if he continued to fight the case, and 
allow additional proof to be adduced 
against him. 

Mr. Taft also explained that a con- 
cession at that juncture would save a 
day and possibly more of further tes- 
timony humiliating to himself and Mrs.

MEN SUFFRAGETTES PARADE 


Gage E. Tarbell Leads on Nassau 
Boulevard In Unconventional Dress. 


Special to The New York Times. 

HEMPSTEAD, L. I., May 30.—Deco- 
ration Day proved a memorable oc- 
casion for Nassau Boulevard. Members 
of the fire départment.burned down a 
bungalow ‘to ‘show -what skilled fire 
fighters they were, and twenty-five 
men dressed as women paraded this 
afternoon through the village in a suf- 
fragette pageant that attracted much 
attention. -Then there were firemen’s 
contests, a»baseball game, a Maypole 
dance, and a tango tea dinner and sup- 
per, which continued until late into the 
night. The Plaza, a brick-laid court, 
forming the entrance to the station, was 
decorated with flags of all nations, 
and the Long Island Rallroad furnished 
the Hghts. These consisted of electric 
bulbs inside. Japanese lanterns, which 
surrounded the entire court. 

The suffragette parade: was the most 
important feature of the day’s pro- 
gramme. Gage E. Tarbell undertook to 
lead the procession. He was clad in a 
white garment which reached to his 
knees. <A pair of socks fastened with a 
pair of garters were much in evidence. 
Over this he wore a kimono and a gay 
hunting jacket.. His luxuriant mustache, 

ith an extra.twist at the tips, ‘curied 
94 beneath the shade of a wide straw 
dressed as a ballet ; 
and Swift arbell, dreeced Scie 


rode a painted horse. William!H. Holden,- 
who originated the ‘ pageant,”’ ap- 


He wore a 
large hat and a.brown calico’ dress 
which reached somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of his knees."’ Charles L. Mc- 
Clave was disguised as a portly woman. 
He wore a black satin gown. 

William Miller wore a yellow gown 
with an unmistakable split-up both sides 
cf.the skirt. gAside from that,-the skirt 
was ofthe hobble style..but he man- 
aged to marcn successfully for women's 
rights. His costume was topped .with a 
straw hat bearing an ample plume. 
After the parade the marchers playéd 
baseball on the ‘baseball’ diamond, the 
married ones lining themselves .up 
against the unmarried. The score re- 
sulted in 9 to 6 in favor of the ‘married 
men. ; 

Earlier in the day fire. was started in 
a .bungaiow surrounded bya white- 
washed picket fence, in Nassau Boule- 
vard. The crowd arrived béfore the fire 
was announced. It was explained later 
that the building was stuffed with ex- 
celsior soaked _with turpentine. The 
fire spread rapidly, and the companies 
appeared promptly to fight the flames, 
This they did with energy, and after 
the house had burned to the ground the 
two hose companies proceeded to turn 
the hose on each other.

CARD GAME ENDS IN MURDER 





Italian, Accused of Shooting

“PRINCETON COST $4,000. 


Average Expenditure of Members of 
This Year’s Graduating Class. 


Special to. The New York Times. 

PRINCETON, May 30.—The cost of 2 
four years’ college course at Princeton 
is slightly more than $4,000. This aver- 
age has been obtained from records df 
the Princeton class of 1918, about 250 
Members of the class responding. The 
highest amount that, any one spent was 
$10,000. One Princetonian says that he 
paid out in cash only $800 during the 
entire four years. Of this-year’s graduat- 
ing Class thirteen supported themselves 
wholly and -fifty-eight paid part of 
‘their expenses throughout tne course. 

Inquiry regarding the habits of the 
students showed that 184 of the 250 
smoke and seventy-six of this number 
began to use tobacco in college. On the 
other hand, fifty-one stopped use of 
the’ weed during ‘their college course. 
The answers to the question, “‘ Have 
you ever kissed a girl?’’ revealed the 
highest percentage when 203 confessed. 
Two hundred and nineteen of the stu- 
dents dance, and nineteen of these con- 
sider dancing morally wrong. Of those 
who acknowledged corresponding with 
gitls there were 206. Only. nine men ac- 
knowledged that they were engaged to 
be married. Twenty-four said that they 
had been rejected. 

The ’Varsity letter is worn by twenty- 
eight men and the class numerals by 
sixty-five. The “ Sporting Page’’ and 
** Woman ”’ ran close for the favorite 
study.. The average age of the present 
graduating class is 22 years and 
months, the oldest man being 29 and the 
youngest 20.
